WHEREAS,  The  Airport  would  administer  this  grant,  disburse  incentive  funds  to  airport 
transportation  operators,  and  provide  the  Air  District  with  information  concerning  the  new 
vehicles;  and 

WHEREAS,  No  Airport  or  City  funds  would  be  used  for  this  program;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  demonstration  project  would  continue  the  Airport's  leadership  role  in 
promoting  clean  fuel  use  among  transportation  providers;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Airport  proposes  to  maximize  use  of  available  grant  funds  on  program 
expenditures  by  not  including  indirect  costs  in  the  grant  budget;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That,  pursuant  to  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  §10.171,  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  does  hereby  authorize  the  Airport  Commission  to  accept  and  expend  funds 
awarded  in  this  grant;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  waives  inclusion  of 
indirect  costs  in  the  grant  budget.

[Golden  Gate  Park  Music  Concourse  -  Surface  Circulation  Plan.] 

Resolution  approving  the  Golden  Gate  Park  Music  Concourse  Surface  Circulation  Plan 
known  as  Option  2A,  which  prohibits  the  use  of  the  Music  Concourse  for  cut-through 
automobile  traffic  and  provides  for  vehicular  drop-off  for  visitors  to  the  Concourse 
from  the  north  and  south;  making  environmental  and  other  findings;  and  authorizing 
official  acts  in  connection  with  this  approval. 

WHEREAS,  On  November  18,  2003,  in  Resolution  No.  738-03,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  adopted  findings  under  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  ("CEQA") 
(California  Public  Resources  Code  Sections  21000  et  seq.)  for  various  approvals  and  actions 
related  to  the  Golden  Gate  Park  Music  Concourse  underground  parking  facility.  Said 
Resolution  and  related  documents  are  in  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  File  No.  031321 
and  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  November  18,  2003,  in  Resolution  No.  737-03,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  approved  a  ground  lease  between  the  City  and  the  Music  Concourse  Community 
Partnership  relating  to  the  Music  Concourse  underground  parking  facility.  Said  Resolution 
and  related  documents  are  in  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  File  No.  031319  and  are 
incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  part  of  Resolution  No.  737-03,  the  Board  reserved  its  authority  to 
review  and  approve  the  surface  circulation  plan  for  the  Music  Concourse  prior  to 
implementation  of  such  plan;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Since  2003,  the  Golden  Gate  Park  Concourse  Authority  began  evaluating 
a  broad  range  of  surface  vehicular  circulation  plans  for  the  Music  Concourse  area  and  has 
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sponsored  and  facilitated  numerous  public  discussions  with  the  community,  Park  institutions, 
public  agencies,  and  city  departments  concerning  these  plans;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  culmination  of  this  outreach  resulted  in  the  Golden  Gate  Park 
Concourse  Authority's  consideration  of  3  surface  circulation  options;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  June  14,  2005,  after  a  duly  noticed  public  hearing,  the  Concourse 
Authority,  in  Resolution  No.  05-001,  unanimously  adopted  the  Surface  Circulation  Plan  known 
as  Option  2A,  which  prohibits  the  use  of  the  Music  Concourse  for  cut-through  automobile 
traffic  and  provides  for  vehicular  drop-off  for  visitors  to  the  Concourse  from  the  north  and 
south.  Said  Resolution  and  related  documents  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No,  051247  and  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  Resolution  No.  05-001,  the  Concourse  Authority  identified  that  the 
purpose  for  selecting  Surface  Circulation  Option  2A  v;as  to;  (1)  eliminate  cut-through  traffic  in 
the  Music  Concourse;  (2)  slow  and  calm  destination  traffic  on  the  Concourse  roadways;  and 
(3)  provide  safe,  reliable  and  convenient  drop-off  access  to  the  Music  Concourse  for  visitors 
to  its  cultural  institutions,  from  both  JFK  Drive  and  MLK  Drive  and  that  various  traffic  calming, 
pedestrian  safety,  bicycle  access  and  other  measures  identified  in  said  Resolution  would 
assist  in  furthering  these  purposes;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  June  16,  2005,  after  a  duly  noticed  public  hearing,  the  Recreation  and 
Park  Commission,  in  Resolution  No.  0506-010,  unanimously  adopted  the  Surface  Circulation 
Plan  known  as  Option  2A  and  made  similar  findings  to  those  of  the  Concourse  Authority.  Said 
Resolution  and  related  documents  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supenyisors  in  File 
No.  051247  and  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  aforementioned  Concourse  Authority  and  Recreation  and  Park 
Commission  Resolutions  adopted  findings  in  connection  with  CEQA,  including  the  adoption  of 
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two  mitigation  measures  and  a  mitigation  monitoring  and  reporting  program,  and  found  that 
Option  2A  was  consistent  witli  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Appendix  41 ,  also  known 
as  Proposition  J  -  the  Golden  Gate  Park  Revitalization  Act  of  1998;  the  Golden  Gate  Park 
Master  Plan;  and  the  Music  Concourse  Special  Area  Plan;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Final  Environmental  Impact  Report  for  the  Golden  Gate  Park 
Concourse  Authority  Projects  ("Final  EIR")  and  other  Project-related  Planning  Department, 
Concourse  Authority,  Recreation  and  Park  Department,  and  Board  of  Supervisors  files, 
including  the  Final  EIR,  the  Final  EIR  Addendum,  and  various  project  approval  actions  are 
available  for  review  by  the  Board  and  the  public.  The  Planning  Department  files  are  available 
at  1660  Mission  Street  in  San  Francisco.  The  Concourse  Authority  and  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  files  are  available  at  McLaren  Lodge,  501  Stanyan  Street  in  San  Francisco. 
These  files  are  part  of  the  record  before  the  Board  and  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  aforementioned  Concourse  Authority  and  Recreation  and  Park 
Commission  Resolutions  urged  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  adopt  Surface  Circulation  Option 
2A  and  take  necessary  actions  to  impose  a  15  mile  per  hour  speed  limit  in  the  Music 
Concourse  and  a  double-fine  zone  in  this  area;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  adopts  as  its  own  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein  the 
environmental  findings  and  other  findings  in  Concourse  Authority  Resolution  No.  05-001  and 
Recreation  and  Park  Commission  Resolution  No.  0506-010  concerning  the  selection  of 
Surface  Circulation  Option  2A;  Proposition  J;  the  Golden  Gate  Park  Master  Plan;  and  the 
Music  Concourse  Special  Area  Plan;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  adopts  Option  2A  as  the  Surface  Circulation 
Plan  for  the  Music  Concourse;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  intends  to  take  all  actions  that  may  be 
necessary  to  establish  a  15  mile  per  hour  speed  limit  in  the  Music  Concourse  and  a  double- 
fine  zone  in  this  area  as  the  Concourse  Authority  and  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  have 
recommended;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  urges  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department 
and  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  Park  Patrol  personnel  to  provide  effective 
enforcement  of  the  signage  and  regulations  to  optimize  the  effectiveness  of  Surface 
Circulation  Option  2A  and  to  fulfill  its  stated  purposes  as  set  forth  above;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  authorizes  the  Concourse  Authority, 
Recreation  and  Park  Commission,  and  other  affected  departments  and  commissions,  in 
consultation  with  the  City  Attorney's  Office,  to  take  all  actions  necessary  to  implement  this 
Resolution  and  those  actions  and  activities  identified  in  Concourse  Authority  Resolution  No. 
05-001  and  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  Resolution  No,  0506-010,  which  include,  but 
are  not  limited  to:  (1)  add  three  (3)  additional  stop  signs  to  the  Surface  Circulation  Plan 
design;  (2)  narrow  the  Concourse  roadways  and  add  dedicated  bike  lanes;  (3)  in  collaboration 
with  the  DPT  Bicycle  Program  Management  and  the  bicycle  advocacy  community;  explore  the 
feasibility  of  narrowing  the  dedicated  bike  lanes  in  the  Music  Concourse  and  proportionally 
extending  the  uneven  paving;  (4)  explore  the  feasibility  of  relocating  the  bike  lanes  to  the 
inside  of  the  Concourse  roadway,  nearest  the  bowl;  (5)  install  signs  which  prohibit  cut-through 
traffic  in  the  Music  Concourse;  (6)  install  sections  of  uneven  paving  directly  adjacent  to  seven 
crosswalks  in  the  Music  Concourse  to  calm  and  slow  destination  traffic  and  discourage  cut- 
through  traffic;  (7)  install  seventeen  (17)  pedestrian  crosswalks  in  the  Music  Concourse  and 
adjacent  area,  as  provided  in  the  Surface  Circulation  Plan;  and  (8)  monitor  the  operation  of 
the  approved  circulation  plan  to  assess  its  effectiveness  and  to  determine  what  additional 
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measures,  if  any,  should  be  taken  to  realize  the  stated  purposes  of  Surface  Circulation  Option 
2A;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED.  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  Concourse  Authority 
and  Recreation  and  Park  Connmission  to  consider  the  installation  of  access  control  devices  or 
measures  should  monitoring  of  the  operation  of  vehicular  traffic  indicate  that  the  intent  of  this 
Resolution  is  not  being  fulfilled;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED.  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  requests  that  v^ithin  one  year  of 
the  effective  date  of  this  Resolution,  the  Concourse  Authority  and  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  the  effectiveness  of  the  measures  set  forth 
in  this  Resolution.

[Supporting  Filipino  Veterans  Equity  Act] 

Resolution  urging  the  President  and  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  of  America  to 
honor  the  contributions  of  Filipino  World  War  II  veterans  by  passing  the  Filipino 
Veterans  Equity  Act,  specifically  HR  302  and  S  146. 

WHEREAS,  On  July  26,  1 941 ,  when  the  Philippines  was  under  the  sovereignty  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  issued  an  executive  order, 
pursuant  to  the  Philippines'  Independence  Act,  that  called  all  organized  military  forces  of  the 
Philippines  into  the  service  of  the  United  States;  and, 

WHEREAS,  President  Roosevelt's  executive  order  enabled  over  200,000  Filipino 
soldiers  to  be  inducted  into  the  United  States  Armed  Forces  in  the  Far  East  (USAFFE);  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  December  8,  1941,  just  10  hours  after  Japan  attacked  the  United 
States  at  Pearl  Harbor,  Japan  bombed  United  States  military  bases  located  in  the  Philippines 
and  consequently  brought  the  Filipino  people  into  World  War  II;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  March  27,  1942,  the  United  States  Congress  passed  Title  8  of  the 
Second  War  Powers  Act  granting  non-citizens  who  served  in  the  United  States  Armed  Forces 
during  the  war  United  States  citizenship  status  and  subsequently  providing  every  member  of 
the  USAFFE,  certain  individuals  who  served  in  the  Commonwealth  Army  of  the  Philippines, 
and  certain  Philippine  Scouts  equal  treatment  under  the  law  as  provided  by  the  Fourteenth 
Amendment  to  the  United  States  Constitution;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  On  April  9, 1942,  the  United  States  surrendered  the  Philippines  to  Japan 
which  led  75,000  USAFFE,  Commonwealth  Army  of  the  Philippines,  Philippine  scouts,  and 
other  soldiers  on  the  Bataan  Death  March,  whereby  nearly  10,000  Filipino  soldiers  perished  in 
route  to  internment;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  September  2,  1 945,  Japan  surrendered  the  Philippines  back  to  the 
United  States  and  effectively  ended  World  War  II  on  the  islands  of  the  Philippines;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Despite  the  promise  to  provide  citizenship  status  and  equal  protection 
under  the  Fourteenth  Amendment,  in  November  1945,  the  United  States  State  Department 
and  the  United  States  Immigration  and  Naturalization  Services  placed  a  moratorium  on  all 
applications  for  naturalization  by  Filipino  war  veterans;  and, 

WHEREAS,  One  month  after  the  start  of  the  moratorium.  Congress  passed  the 
Rescissions  Act  of  1 946,  which  proclaimed  that  the  sen/ice  of  the  Filipino  veterans  in  World 
War  II  who  served  under  President  Roosevelt's  Executive  Order  were  no  longer  deemed  to 
have  been  active  military,  naval,  or  air  service  for  the  purposes  of  any  law  of  the  United 
States;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  October  1 990,  nearly  45  years  after  the  passage  of  the  Rescissions  Act, 
the  Congress  passed  and  President  George  H.W.  Bush  signed  into  law,  the  1990  Immigration 
and  Naturalization  Act  which  finally  granted  United  States  citizenship  status  to  all  Filipino 
veterans;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Despite  being  granted  citizenship  status,  surviving  Filipino-American 
veterans  have  not  been  provided  equal  treatment,  recognition,  or  benefits  for  their  service,  as 
Filipino-American  veterans  do  not  receive  disability  pension,  home  buying  assistance,  and 
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many  other  privileges  that  are  attached  to  veterans  status;  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  of  September  2004,  the  number  of  surviving  Filipino-American  veterans 
was  approximately  28,000  (8,000  of  whom  live  in  the  United  States)  with  a  large  population 
living  in  California;  however,  this  total  is  less  than  one-half  of  Filipino-American  veterans 
estimated  to  be  living  just  four  years  ago  and  the  numbers  continue  to  decline  rapidly  as 
nearly  all  of  the  veterans  are  in  their  70s  and  80s;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Filipino  Veterans  Equity  Act  of  2005,  S  146  and  HR  302  -  currently 
pending  before  the  US  Congress  -  addressing  the  injustice  to  the  Filipino  veterans  of  World 
War  II  by  reclassifying  them  as  US  veterans  provide  for  an  amendment  to  Title  38  of  the 
United  States  Code  by  reconsidering  Filipino  veterans  service  during  WWII  as  active  military 
service  thereby  making  them  eligible  for  all  veterans  benefits  under  progranns  administered  by 
the  Secretary  of  Veterans  Affairs;  and 

WHEREAS,  These  Filipino-American  veterans  served  the  United  States  during  World 
War  II  and  came  to  our  aid  in  a  time  of  need  and  the  failure  to  pay  these  benefits  reflects 
poorly  on  the  honor  of  our  country;  now,  therefore,  be  it, 

RESOLVED,  The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  formally  endorses  the 
Filipino  Veterans  Equity  Act,  HR  302  and  S  146;  and  be  it, 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  President 
and  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  to  honor  the  contributions  of  our  Filipino  World  War  II 
Veterans  and  to  immediately  pay  them  the  veterans  benefits  as  promised  by  passing  Filipino 
Veterans  Equity  Act,  HR  302  and  SI 46;  and,  be  it, 
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FINALLY  RESOLVED,  Copies  of  this  resolution  be  presented  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  to  the  Speal<er  of  the  United  States  House  of  Representatives,  to  the  President 
Pro  Tempore  of  the  Senate,  and  to  each  member  of  the  California  Congressional  Delegation, 
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Resolution  urging  the  President  and  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  of  America  to  honor  the 
contributions  of  Filipino  World  War  II  veterans  by  passing  the  Filipino  Veterans  Equity  Act,  specifically 
HR  302  and  S  146.

Resolution  approving  Port  License  No.  13873,  a  non-exclusive  sixty-six  (66)  year  license 
between  the  Port  and  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  (PG&E)  for  the  use  of  Port  property 
along  the  route  for  the  Potrero-Hunters  Point  115  kV  Cable  Project,  in  the  vicinity  of  Illinois 
Street,  23^^  Street,  Tennessee  Street,  Marin  Street  and  Evans  Avenue,  between  Selby  and 
Third  Street. 

WHEREAS,  California  Statutes  of  1968,  Chapter  1333  (the  "Burton  Act")  and  the  San 
Francisco  Charter  Section  B3.581  empower  the  Port  Commission  with  the  authority  and  duty 
to  use,  conduct,  operate,  maintain,  manage,  regulate  and  control  the  lands  within  the  Port 
jurisdiction;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Port  Commission  jurisdiction  includes  lands  granted  to  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  (City)  by  the  Burton  Act,  subject  to  the  trust  grant,  that  underlie  the 
former  and/or  paper  street  areas  known  as  Davidson,  Ingalls,  Custer,  India  and  Evans  Street, 
and  shoreline  areas  in  the  vicinity  (the  Plant  property);  and 

WHEREAS,  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  (PG&E)  has  used  the  Plant  property  for 
the  Hunter's  Point  Power  Plant,  intake  and  outfall  structures,  supporting  facilities  and  public 
access  that  it  dedicated  to  BCDC  as  a  condition  of  permit  issuance,  without  first  obtaining  all 
necessary  authorizations;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  April  2001 ,  PG&E  filed  a  voluntary  petition  for  relief  under  Chapter  1 1  of 
the  U.S.  Bankruptcy  Code  and  became  a  debtor  in  possession,  and  in  October  2001,  the  City 
filed  a  claim  asserting  multiple  debts  and  liabilities,  including  an  encroachment  claim  with 
respect  to  the  Plant  property,  which,  as  amended,  claimed  that  PG&E  encroached  on  91,949 
square  feet  of  public  trust  property  for  which  the  Port  was  entitled  to  payment;  and 
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WHEREAS,  On  September  13,  2004  PG&E  filed  a  Motion  for  Partial  Summary 
Judgment  or  Adjudication  (Limited  to  Hunter's  Point  Encroachment  Claim)  on  Objection  to 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco's  Prepetition  Claim  [NO. 12640]  and  First  through  Fifth 
Administrative  /claims  [Docket  Nos.  11078,  12137,  14290,  14476,  and  14903]  (the  "Summary 
Judgment  Motion"),  and  the  City  filed  a  Motion  to  Amend;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Encroachment  Claim,  the  Motion  to  Amend  and  the  Summary 
Judgment  Motion  are  pending  in  U.S.  Bankruptcy  Court,  N.D.  Cal.,  Case  No.  01-30923  DM, 
however,  the  Port  and  PG&E  desire  to  resolve  the  dispute  with  respect  to  the  Plant  property 
and  thereby  facilitate  the  closure  of  the  Hunter's  Point  Power  Plant  and  to  reach  agreement 
on  the  land  rights  required  for  the  construction  of  the  Potrero-Hunters  Point  1 1 5  kV  Cable 
Project  crossing  Port  property;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Charter  Section  B3.585,  the  City  Attorney,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Port  Commission,  may  compromise,  settle  or  dismiss  any  litigation  or  legal  proceeding, 
pending  for  or  on  behalf  of  the  Commission  relative  to  any  matter  under  its  junsdiction;  and 

WHEREAS.  The  Port  is  the  State  trust  grantee  of  that  certain  real  property  located 
along  a  route  extending  from  Illinois  Street,  23'^^  Street,  Tennessee  Street,  Marin  Street  and 
Evans  Avenue,  between  Seiby  Street  and  Third  Street,  within  v^hich  PG&E  desires  to  install, 
operate  and  maintain  a  single-circuit,  115-k\/  solid  dielectric  underground  circuit  consisting  of 
three  cables  between  the  Potrero  and  Hunters  Point  switchyards  ("Potrero-Hunters  Point  115 
kV  Cable  Project"  or  "Project  ');  and 

WHEREAS,  The  permitted  right  of  way  for  the  Potrero-Hunters  Point  1 15  kV  Cable 
Project  is  approximately  9132  sq.  ft.  in  area,  and  shall  include  two  power  vaults 
(approximately  480  sq.  ft.)  and  two  communication  vaults  (approximately  45  sq.  ft  );  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Potrero-Hunters  Point  115  kV  Cable  Project  will  provide  necessary 
upgrades  to  the  electrical  transmission  system  serving  the  City  to  improve  reliability  and 
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increase  capacity,  as  well  as  to  provide  a  critical  component  needed  to  meet  the  goal  of 
closing  PG&E's  Hunters  Point  Power  Plant;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  November  10,  2004,  the  California  Independent  System  Operator 
Board  of  Governors  approved  an  action  plan  consisting  of  nine  (9)  transmission  system 
upgrades  necessary  to  remove  "must-run"  status  from  the  Hunters  Point  Power  Plant;  and 

WHEREAS,  After  conducting  environmental  review,  the  California  Public  Utilities 
Commission  (CPUC)  issued  PG&E  a  Permit  to  Construct  on  December  2,  2004  that 
authorizes  PG&E  to  construct  the  Potrero-Hunters  Point  1 15  kV  Cable  Project  subject  to 
compliance  with  mitigation  conditions  listed  in  the  CPUC's  Final  Mitigated  Negative 
Declaration;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  required  by  the  CPUC,  PG&E  and  the  CPUC  published  public 
notifications  in  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle  of  the  application  to  construct  the  Potrero-Hunters 
Point  115  KV  Cable  Project  on  January  9  and  16  of  2004  and  PG&E  posted  notices  and 
mailed  notices  to  addresses  within  three  hundred  (300)  feet  of  the  proposed  route  pursuant  to 
the  CPUC's  General  Order  131-D;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  July  7,  2004,  the  CPUC  mailed  letters  to  numerous  agencies, 
organizations,  and  individuals  providing  notice  of  an  informational  meeting  that  was  held  by 
the  CPUC  on  July  22,  2004  at  1800  Oakdale  Avenue  in  San  Francisco  regarding  the  Potrero- 
Hunters  Point  1 15  kV  Cable  Project  and  on  August  3,  2004  mailed  a  second  letter  to  the  same 
mailing  list  announcing  that  the  Draft  Initial  Study  was  available  for  public  review;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  CPUC  established  an  information  and  comment  telephone  line,  e-mail 
address  and  web  site  to  enable  the  public  to  ask  questions,  provide  comments  and  obtain 
additional  information  on  the  proposed  Potrero-Hunters  Point  115  kV  Cable  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  environmental  effects  of  the  proposed  project  were  analyzed  in  a 
Final  Mitigated  Negative  Declaration  (MND),  prepared  for  and  approved  on  November  19, 
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2004  by  the  California  Public  Utilities  Commission  (CPUC),  the  lead  agency  for  the  Project, 
pursuant  to  all  applicable  requirements  under  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act 
(CEQA)  and  the  State  CEQA  Guidelines;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  MND  includes  mitigation  measures  which  were  approved  and 
required  by  the  CPUC  as  conditions  of  the  Project,  which  would  reduce  environmental 
impacts  to  a  less  than  significant  level;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  addition  to  the  MND,  Port  staff  reviewed  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  Final 
Supplemental  Environmental  Impact  Report  (SEIR)  to  determine  whether  any  mitigation 
measures  from  that  document  also  were  applicable  to  this  project,  and  found  that  the 
mitigation  measures  in  the  MND  were  consistent  with  or  exceeded  those  applicable  in  the 
SEIR,  and  concurs  v^ith  the  analysis  and  conclusions  presented  in  the  Final  MND;  and. 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  CEQA  Guideline  Section  15162,  the  Port  staff  has  determined 
that  no  new  information  of  substantial  importance  has  become  available,  no  modification  to 
the  project  has  occurred  that  would  require  important  revisions  to  the  MND,  and  no  substantial 
changes  have  occurred  with  respect  to  the  circumstances  under  which  the  project  is 
undertaken,  since  the  CPUC  approved  the  MND;  therefore,  there  is  no  need  to  conduct 
additional  environmental  reviev^;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Port  Commission  received  and  reviewed  the  information  presented  in 
the  Final  MND,  including  the  CPUC-required  mitigation  measures  presented  on  pages  1-23  to 
1-44  of  the  MND;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Project,  if  approved,  will  allow  closure  of  the  Hunters  Point  Power 
Plant,  thus  ending  that  facility's  reliance  on  San  Francisco  Bay  vyater  to  cool  the  facility;  and 

WHEREAS,  Closure  of  the  Hunters  Point  Power  Plant  will  enable  the  City  to  positively 
respond  to  an  environmental  justice  issue  of  major  concern,  particularly  within  the  Bayview 
Hunters  Point  community;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Project  will  be  restricted  to  public  rights  of  way,  within  which  public 
utility  installations  are  an  appropriate  use;  and 

WHEREAS,  Efforts  to  improve  the  stability  and  capacity  of  the  electric  utility  system 
serving  San  Francisco  also  benefit  Port  property  and  the  public  trust;  and 

WHEREAS,  PG&E  has  obtained  Utility  Excavation  Permits  from  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Works  to  install  facilities  within  the  portions  of  the  City 
streets  along  the  proposed  route;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  April  25,  2005,  PG&E  submitted  a  Port  Building  Permit  Application 
Number  7039  to  install  facilities  within  the  streets  that  are  under  Port's  jurisdiction  in 
conjunction  with  Potrero-Hunters  Point  115  KV  Cable  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  May  25,  2005,  PG&E  made  an  informational  presentation  to  the 
Southern  Waterfront  Advisory  Committee  about  the  proposed  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  By  its  Resolution  No.  05-37,  adopted  June  14,  2005,  the  Port  Commission 
found  that  the  Final  MND  it  is  adequate,  accurate,  and  objective,  there  is  no  need  to  prepare 
additional  environmental  review,  and  that  there  is  no  substantial  evidence  that  the  Project  will 
have  a  significant  effect  on  the  environment,  and  thereby  adopted  the  Final  MND;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Port  Commission  found  that  the  Potrero-Hunters  Point  115  KV  Cable 
Project  is  a  use  that  is  consistent  with  the  public  trust;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Port  Commission  adopted  and  required  the  inclusion  and 
Implementation  of  the  mitigation  measures  set  forth  in  the  MND  as  conditions  of  approval  of 
this  project;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Port  Commission  approved  the  proposed  settlement  agreement 
recommended  by  the  City  Attorney  dated  June  14,  2005  between  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  and  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  ("Settlement  Agreement")  on  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and 
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WHEREAS,  As  part  of  the  settlement  agreement,  the  Port  Commission  approved  two 
non-exclusive  Licenses  ("License  No.  13872  and  License  No.  13873")  between  the  Port  and 
Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  (PG&E)  for  the  use  of  Port  property  along  the  route  for  the 
Potrero-Hunters  Point  115  kV  Cable  Project,  in  the  vicinity  of  Illinois  Street,  23'^  Street, 
Tennessee  Street,  Marin  Street  and  Evans  Avenue,  between  Selby  and  Third  Street,  on  file 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  authorized  the  Executive  Director  to  execute 
License  No.  13872,  and  forward  License  No.  13873  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  its  review 
and  approval  pursuant  to  Charter  Section  9.118,  and  if  approved,  to  execute  License  II;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  June  14,  2006,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  adopted  Resolution  465-05  urging  the  Port  to  facilitate  PG&E's  construction  of  the 
Potrero-Hunters  Point  1 1 5KV  Cable  Project  and  PG&E  to  obtain  tenancy  in  good  standing 
with  the  Port;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  License  No.  13873,  a 
non-exclusive  license  agreement  between  the  Port  and  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company 
(PG&E)  with  a  maximum  term  of  sixty-six  (66)  years  for  the  use  of  Port  property  along  the 
route  for  the  Potrero-Hunters  Point  11 5  kV  Cable  Project,  in  the  vicinity  of  Illinois  Street,  23'^ 
Street,  Tennessee  Street,  Marin  Street  and  Evans  Avenue,  between  Selby  and  Third  Street; 
and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizes  the  Executive 
Director  of  the  Port  ("Executive  Director")  to  execute  such  License  No.  13873  in  substantially 
the  form  of  such  license  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File 
No.  051381   ,  in  such  final  fonn  as  is  approved  by  the  Executive  Director  in  consultation  with 
the  City  Attorney;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizes  the  Executive 
Director  and  other  appropriate  officers,  agents  or  employees  of  the  City  to  take  any  and  all 
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actions  as  they  deem  necessary  or  appropriate,  in  consultation  witli  tlie  City  Attorney,  in  order 
to  consummate  the  transactions  under  License  No.  13873,  in  accordance  with  this  resolution, 
or  to  otherwise  effectuate  the  intent  of  this  resolution.

[AIDS  Pandemic  in  Brazil] 

Resolution  urging  Abbott,  iVIerck  and  Gilead  corporations  to  expedite  the  issuance  of 
voluntary  AIDS/HIV  drug  licenses  to  the  country  of  Brazil  in  order  to  save  tens  of 
millions  of  lives  in  Brazil  and  throughout  the  developing  world  and  to  raise  the 
standard  of  corporate  global  citizenship  and  exemplify  extraordinary  compassion  in 
corporate  business  practices  that  will  contribute  to  mitigation  of  the  worldwide 
AIDS/HIV  pandemic. 

Whereas,  The  pricing  practices  of  three  United  States  pharmaceutical  companies, 
Merck,  Abbott  and  Bay  Area-based  Gilead  Incorporated  are  threatening  Brazil's  exemplary 
model  for  fighting  AIDS  in  the  developing  world  and  in  response  Brazil  is  negotiating  with  the 
companies  to  issue  voluntary  licenses  for  their  versions  of  Stocrin  (Sustiva),  Kaletra  and 
Viread  respectively;  and 

Whereas,  The  companies  would  voluntarily  transfer  their  technology  to  Brazil's  state- 
run  pharmaceutical  company  and  receive  fair  royalties  of  approximately  four  percent;  and 

Whereas,  in  June  2005,  Brazil's  House  of  Representatives  unanimously  voted  to 
declare  a  public  health  need  and  legally  severed  the  patents  under  World  Trade  Organization 
(WTO)  guidelines;  and 

Whereas,  Brazil  provides  HIV  treatment  to  170,000  citizens  by  spending  an 
unprecedented  four  percent  (4%)  of  its  national  budget  on  AIDS,  thus  allowing  people  in 
remote  villages  of  the  rain  forest  receive  high-end,  triple-combination  drug  therapy  that 
includes  protease  inhibitors;  and 

Whereas,  Brazil's  aggressive,  science-based  prevention  programs  have  reduced 
infection  rates  to  0.6  percent  (0.6%),  equal  to  those  in  the  United  States  and  Europe  while 
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drug  therapy  adherence  rates  to  treatment  regimens  are  comparable  or  better  than  in  the 
United  States;  and 

Whereas,  Through  a  combination  of  generically  produced  drugs  and  negotiated  price 
reductions,  Brazil  has  a  higher  rate  of  treatment  than  the  United  States,  where  waiting  lists 
and  restricted  formularies  for  AIDS  patients  have  become  more  common  under  the  Bush 
administration;  and 

Whereas,  The  cost  of  the  three  drugs  made  by  Gilead,  Merck  and  Abbott  consumes  70 
percent  (70%)  of  Brazil's  total  AIDS  drug  budget,  thus  financially  threatening  Brazil's  free 
universal-access  program  and  policy  decision  to  legally  produce  generic  AIDS  drugs;  and 

Whereas,  Since  Brazil  began  generic  production  in  1998,  the  price  of  AIDS  drugs  in  the 
developing  world  has  decreased  between  70%  to  98%;  and 

Whereas,  The  price  of  raw  materials  for  generic  AIDS  drugs  dropped  significantly  when 
economies  of  scale  were  achieved,  first  by  Brazil  and  then  by  private  generic  companies  in 
India  and  state  production  in  Thailand:  and 

Whereas,  Two  years  ago,  Brazil  accounted  for  nearly  one  half  of  the  300,000  people 
receiving  AIDS  treatment  in  the  developing  world,  whereas,  the  number  of  people  receiving 
treatment  has  increased  to  over  one  million  because  of  generic  competition;  and 

Whereas,  Brazil  is  also  freely  sharing  its  drug-making  technology  with  other  former 
Portuguese  colonies  in  Africa;  and 

Whereas.  Worldwide,  5.5  million  people  need  treatment  for  AIDS  and  the  goal  for 
universal  treatment  will  only  be  met  by  generic  low-cost  treatment  combined  with  a  significant 
financial  assistance  from  G-8  nations  to  establish  health  infrastructure  such  as  hospitals, 
nurses  and  doctors;  and 
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Whereas,  During  the  past  20  years,  pharmaceutical  companies  have  been  the  most 
profitable  industry  in  history  with  an  annual  profit  rate  of  nearly  20  percent  (20%)  compared  to 
standard  Fortune  500  companies  which  average  about  four  percent  (4%)  return  on  profits; 
and 

Whereas,  Profits  on  prescription  drugs  average  nearly  40  percent  (40%),  compared  to 
5  percent  (5%)  profitability  for  over-the-counter  drugs;  and 

Whereas,  The  pharmaceutical  industry  has  over  600  lobbyists  in  Washington,  D.C., 
more  than  one  for  every  member  of  Congress;  and 

Whereas,  Much  of  the  basic  research  done  by  drug  companies  is  paid  for  by  U.S. 
taxpayers;  and 

Whereas,  According  to  AFL-CIO  Executive  Pay  Watch,  the  CEO  of  Gilead  earned  $18 
million  last  year  and  owns  shares  in  the  company  worth  $113  million;  and 

Whereas,  The  campaign  is  endorsed  by  the  Berkeley  City  Council,  the  Alameda  City 
Council,  Priority  Africa  Network,  HealthGAP,  Survive  AIDS,  ACT  UP  East  Bay,  Peninsula 
Peace  and  Justice  Center,  WorldCentric,  East  Bay  AIDS  Advocacy  Foundation,  Former 
Berkeley  Vice  Mayor  Maudelle  Shirek,  San  Francisco  Bay  View,  Middle  East  Children's 
Alliance,  Essential  Action,  Center  for  Health  and  Gender  Equity,  City  Council  member  Kevin 
Dowling,  Global  Exchange,  Americans  for  Safe  Access,  Health  Equity  Project,  Foundation  for 
Integrative  Change;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
hereby  urges  Abbott,  Merck  and  Gilead  corporations  to  expedite  the  issuance  of  voluntary 
AIDS/HIV  drug  licenses  to  the  country  of  Brazil  which  will  save  tens  of  millions  of  lives  in 
Brazil  and  throughout  the  developing  world  and  raise  the  standard  of  corporate  global 
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citizenship  and  exemplify  extraordinary  compassion  in  corporate  business  practices  that  will

Resolution  urging  the  United  States  Department  of  State  to  condemn  the  Islamic 
Republic  of  Iran's  execution  of  two  teenagers  [  Mahmoud  Asgari,  Ayaz  Marhoni],  and 
the  impending  execution  of  two  young  men  [Farid  Mostaar,  Ahmad  Chooka],  for 
conducting  homosexual  acts  allegedly  charged  as  "rape." 

WHEREAS,  On  July  19,  2005,  in  the  northeastern  city  of  Mashhad,  Iran,  two 
teenagers,  16-year-old  Ayaz  Marhoni  and  18-year-old  Mahmoud  Asgari,  were  publicly  hanged 
for  a  crime  involving  homosexual  sex  -  they  were  accused  of  raping  an  unidentified  13-year- 
old  boy,  although  unheard  evidence  suggested  otherwise;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Before  the  execution,  Marhoni  and  Asgari  were  detained  for 
approximately  fourteen  months  and  received  228  lashes  each  for  drinking,  disturbing  the 
peace  and  minor  theft;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Despite  appeals  from  Iranian  human  rights  activists,  Nobel  laureate  Shirin 
Ebadi,  and  many  other  Non-Government  Organizations  (NGO's),  the  Iranian  Supreme  Court 
upheld  the  verdict  and  death  sentence  of  Marhoni  and  Asgari ;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Iranian  Supreme  Court  in  Arak,  has  sentenced  two  more  young 
Iranian  men,  Farid  Mostaar  and  Ahmad  Chooka,  to  death  by  public  hanging  -  scheduled  on 
August  27,  2005  -  the  charge  -  homosexual  intercourse  and  "rape";  and,

Resolution  urging  the  California  State  Senate  to  Immediately  approve  Assembly  Bill

revenue  to  San  Francisco  and  San  Mateo  Counties. 

WHEREAS,  in  1998,  the  California  State  Legislature  passed  a  bill  designed  to  ensure 
that  communities  hosting  airports  receive  the  benefit  of  the  sales  tax  on  jet  fuel  dispensed  by 
airlines,  provided  that  the  given  airline  has  more  than  one  place  of  business  In  the  state,  in 
order  to  ensure  that  counties  that  bear  the  burden  of  jet  fuel  pollution,  traffic,  and  noise  would 
also  reap  the  benefits  of  sales  tax  revenue;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  the  wake  of  this  bill,  United  Airlines  formed  an  Oakland-based 
subsidiary  to  establish  a  singIe-point-of-sa!e,  thus  depriving  $3  million  to  San  Mateo  and  San 
Francisco  Counties  (SFO),  $1.5  million  to  Los  Angeles  (LAX),  and  significant  revenue  to 
Ontario  and  San  Bernardino  County  (ONT),  among  other  airport  communities,  all  in  exchange 
for  doing  business  only  in  Oakland;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  year,  Assemblyman  Leiand  Yee  introduced  Assembly  Bill  451,  a  bill

Resolution  urging  the  United  States  Congress  to  reject  legislation  that  would  unduly 
restrict  the  role  of  local  governments  in  providing  broadband  Internet  access, 
managing  public  rights  of  way,  or  awarding  franchises  to  video  providers  and  to 
approve  legislation  that  would  preserve  the  option  for  local  governments  to  participate 
in  the  provision  of  communications  services. 

WHEREAS,  the  City  supports  universal,  affordable  broadband  Internet  access;  and, 

WHEREAS,  City  participation  in  the  provision  of  broadband  communications  services 
may  be  necessary  to  achieve  universal,  affordable  broadband  Internet  access;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  City  supports  competitive  entry  into  the  video  market  and  has 
demonstrated  this  support  by  granting  two  competitive  video  franchises  since  2000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  City  supports  vibrant  community  media  through  public,  educational 
and  government  (PEG)  access  which  uses  capacity  and  equipment  provided  for  through  video 
franchises  and  which  relies  in  part  on  financial  support  from  video  carriers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  City  management  of  the  public  rights  of  way  and  City  zoning  requirements 
for  wireless  facilities  ensure  that  deployment  of  telecommunications  and  video  equipment  and

national  fee  structure  which  would  likely  reduce  revenue  to  the  City;  preempt  local  zoning  of 
wireless  facilities;  and  severely  restrict  the  City's  successful  right  of  way  management

WHERAS,  The  Utility  Undergrounding  Task  Force  was  originally  established  by 
Resolution  041354  on  December  1,  2004  and  cosponsored  by  Supervisors  Maxwell,  Ma, 
Alioto-Pier,  Gonzalez  and  Peskin;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Utility  Undergrounding  Task  Force  has  been  meeting  and  working 
diligently  towards  their  Utility  Undergrounding  recommendations  and  solutions  since  April  of 
2005;  and

remove  overhead  utility  poles  and  replace  them  with  underground  facilities;  and

Resolution  approving  designation  of  four  (4)  tree  locations  for  Landmark  Status 
because  of  their  historical  significance,  aesthetic  qualities,  or  contribution  to  the  City's 
overall  character. 

WHEREAS,  Article  16,  Section  810  of  the  Public  Works  Code  provides  that  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  may  designate  as  a  landmark  tree  any  tree  in  the  public  Right-of-Way  that 
meets  the  Department's  Landmark  Tree  Criteria;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Director  of  Public  Works  has  recommended  the  follov\/ing  trees  to  be 
declared  Landmark  Trees: 

1.  One  (1)  Laurus  nobilis  (Sweet  Bay)  located  at  555  Battery  Street.  This  tree  is 
considered  to  be  a  very  large  and  well-pruned  example  of  the  Laurus  nobiiis 
species. 

2.  Thirteen  (13)  Phoenix  canariensis  (Canary  Island  Date  Palms)  located 
throughout  the  median  of  Quesada,  west  of  Third  Street  to  the  dead  end.  These 
13  Phoenix  canariensis  trees  are  well  established,  vary  in  size  and  age,  and 
play  an  important  ecological  and  environmental  service  to  the  community. 

3.  Two  (2)  Phoenix  rupicola  (Cliff  Date  Palms)  located  in  the  Dolores  Street 
median.  One  tree  is  located  in  the  median  between  Liberty  and  29^*^  Streets, 
across  from  730  Dolores  Street.  The  second  tree  is  between  28**^  Street  and 
Valley  Street,  across  from  1546  Dolores  Street.  The  Phoenix  sylvestris  is  a  rare 
species  in  San  Francisco.  These  trees  were  part  of  the  historic  palm  plantings 
along  Dolores  Street,  and  are  mixed  in  with  the  Phoenix  canariensis.  They  are 
beautiful,  healthy  examples  of  this  rare  (in  San  Francisco)  species. 
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4.  The  Grove  of  Brahea  edulis  (Guadalupe  Palms)  in  the  Dolores  Street  median. 
The  grove  is  found  in  the  median  between  29'^  Street  and  Day  Street,  and 
across  from  1608-1650  Dolores  Street.  These  Brahea  edulis  trees  were  also 
part  of  the  historic  palm  plantings  on  Dolores  Street  and  are  also  a  rare  species 
in  San  Francisco.  Although  small,  these  palm  are  quite  old,  and  are  in  good 
health. 

WHEREAS,  the  aforementioned  trees  meet  the  Department's  Landmark  Tree  Criteria 
because  of  their  historical  significance,  aesthetic  qualities,  and/or  contnbutions  to  the  City's 
overall  character;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Department  believes  the  inclusion  of  the  aforementioned  trees  will 
raise  the  overall  appreciation  of  the  City's  urban  forest;  now,  therefore,  be  it

WHEREAS,  The  opportunity  to  publicly  and  legally  commit  to  share  one's  life  with  a 
person  of  one's  choice  is  for  many  people  one  of  the  most  central  aspects  of  human 
experience;  and  the  denial  of  marriage  to  same  sex  couples  is  a  denial  of  fundamental  human 
rights;  and 

WHEREAS,  Denying  civil  marriage  to  gay  and  lesbian  families  deprives  them  of 
thousands  of  state  and  federal  rights,  privileges,  immunities,  protections,  and  responsibilities; 
and 

WHEREAS,  In  February  2004,  Massachusetts  Supreme  Judicial  Court  ruled  in 
"Goodridge  V.  Department  of  Public  Health"  that  the  government  may  no  longer  deny 
marriage  and  marriage  rights  to  same  sex  couples  because  it  is  unconstitutional  under  the 
liberty  and  equality  provisions  of  the  Massachusetts  Constitution,  and 
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WHEREAS,  In  2005,  Canada  and  three  other  west  European  nations  including  Spain 
Belgium,  the  Netherlands  have  taken  a  leadership  role  in  securing  civil  rights  for  gay 
individuals  by  legalizing  same-sex  marriage;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Gay  and  lesbian  families  deserve  the  same  rights  and  legal  protections  as 
other  families  under  the  law,  including  the  protection  of  their  spousal  rights  and  privileges  and 
protection  of  their  children's  economic  interests  by  insuring  their  access  to  the  resources  of 
both  parents;  and
